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DETAILED ACTION 

Examiner's Comment 
It should be noted that the amendment filed on 04/24/08 identify claims 2, 3, 
6, 8 and 9 as "withdrawn" whereas the amendment filed on 07/27/2006 indicated 
the claims as canceled. Since, there was no restriction requirement in the 
application, the indication of claims 2, 3, 6, 8 and 9 being canceled are correct. 

Allowable Subject Matter 

Claims 1,4,5, 7, and 10-16 are allowed. 

As to claims 1,11, and 14, the prior art of record, taken alone or in combination, 
fails to disclose or render obvious wherein, when the width Z of the first alignment signal 
source and the second alignment signal source equals a width W of the X mark and the 
Y mark, respectively, single points of the maximum received signal strengths indicates 
an exact location of the center of each the X mark and the Y mark, in combination with 
the rest of the limitations of the claim. Claims 4, 5,7, 10, 12, 13, 15 and 16 are 
allowable by virtue of their dependency.
